PARIS, Oct. 22 (AP)—France 
tonight pegged the fate of the 
whole Western defense system, 
including West Germany's en- 
trance into the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, on a solu- 
tion of the Saar issue accept- 

able to the French cabinet, 
Premier Mendes-France sum- 
moned a special Cabinet meet- 


ing for noon tomorrow to deter- | 


mine France’s position on the 
various accords worked out here 
this week. This, in effect, served 
notice on the other powers that 
they have a night and a morning 
left to work Out a Saar solu- 
tion. 

The Premier told the NATO 
Council as it invited West Ger- 
many to become NATO’s fif- 
teenth member that France con- 
siders a Saar agreement an es- 
sential part of the oevr-all de- 
fense scheme. He said that with- 
out it he would not sign any- 
thing, and he left'it up to the 
Cabinet to decide whether pro- 
posals on the Saar which may be 
put forward are acceptable to 
the nation. 

All or Nothing. 


French informants said Men- 
des-France already has refused 
to sign one document during the 
NATO council session. Without 
disclosing the nature of this doc- 
ument, they-said the Premier 
insisted that the week’s actions 
were all part of a whole and 
that all accords should be signed 
at the same time—that is, to- 
morrow. : 

Lord Ismay, NATO secretary 
general, told correspondents 
after the meeting he did not 
know whether the other nations 
would sign if France would not. 
His opinion was ‘that-further 
conferences would be required. 

As the NATO council voted, 
French and West German nego- 
tiations were reported still dead- 
locked. : 

(In another development, the 
United States was reported to 
have. informed its allies that 
Washington will join in a major 
diplomatic effort to end the cold 
war with Russia when it is cer- 
tain the new European defense 
system, including Germany, will 
be ratified, the United Press 
said. : 

(The U.P., quoting authorita- 
tive sources, said Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles had 
made -this position known to 
Mendes-France and British For- 
eign Secretary Sir Anthony 
Eden.) 

AMenauer Beams. 

West Genman Chancellor 
Adenauer, an invited guest at 
the NATO council session, sat 
in beaming silence as one after 
another of the foreign ministers 
welcomed him and approved 
West Germany’s admission as the 
alliance’s fifteenth-full member. 
As all NATO council actions 
must be, the decision was unani- 
mous. —

N SHARP KILLING 


Jury Out 5 Hours — 


Judge Delays Formal 
Sentencing Until 
After Retrial Motion 
Is Disposed Of. 


A new trial will be sought for 
Thomas P. Hermann, former 
mental patient found guilty last 
night of second-degree murder 
in the fatal shooting of Dr. Cecil 
A. Z. Sharp, it was announced 
today by Defense Counsel Henry 
G. Morris. 

Hermann, whose punishment 
was fixed by the jury at 25 years 
in the State Penitentiary, will 
remain in the St. Louis county 
jail at Clayton until officially 
sentenced by Circuit Judge Ray- 
mond E. LaDriere. The sentenc- 
ing will not take place until a 
motion for new trial is filed and 
disposed of, the judge said. 

Morris, who pointed out he 
has 10 days in which to submit 
the motion, said he did not know 
just when he would act. 

5 Hours of Deliberation. 

The all-male jury deliberated 
about five hours before reach- 
ing its verdict although mem- 
bers voted Hermann guilty of 
second-degree murder on the 
first ballot, it was learned. The 
remainder of the time was con- 
sumed in arriving at a decision

Charles P. Skouras, an immi- 
or from Greece who started 
as a busboy at Hotel Jefferson 
and went on to become the high- 


eSt-salaried man in the United 
States as one of the country’s 
leading motion picture execu- 
tives, died of a heart attack at 
Los Angeles today. 

He was 65 years old. He suf- 
fered his third heart attack in) 
three years last Sunday, and) 
since then had been under an 
oxygen tent at Cedars of Leba- 
non Hospital. His younger broth- 
ers, George and Spyros, whe 
were partners with him in the 
early days in St. Louis, flew to 
Los Angeles from New York 
Monday night. 

The brothers formed an un- 
usual triumvirate in show busi- 
ness and rose to fame and for- 
tune together in an outstanding 
example of the American success 
story. 

Aim Was To Ald Others. 

Charles was asked. recently 
what had become most import- 
ant to him, long after he had 
gained the top as a business 
man. 

“Help other poeple,” he re- 
plied in an accent that never 
changed. “What else is there? 
Juvenile delinquency, now. Be- 
lieve me, no bad boys. Only bad 
environmept, bad homes, lack 
of education. We fix those things 
up and everything will all right.” 

He was president of Fox West 
Coast and National Theaters, 
two of the biggest movie the- 
ater chains. 

Charles Skouras’s salary of 
$810,000 in 1947 was the high- 
est listed that year. : 

Survivors, in addition to the 
brothers, are his wife; two 
daughters, Mrs. Margi Curti and 
Mrs. Edith Jungmeyer, and a 
son, Charles Jr. 

He made his first brilliant 
success in St. Louis and went 


on to New York and finally to 
Los Angeles, controlling hun- 
dreds of theaters across the 
country. 

When he was 18 years old, 
one of a family of 10 children 
in the little farming community 


on the punishment. 

The 22-year-old defendant re- 
ceived the verdict with the same 
oufward lack of emotion he had 
maintained throughout the trial 
but his sister, Ann, broke into 
ears when it was read.

“Now children,” she was heard 
to femark, “I have to take this, 
too. , Everything’s going to be 
all right.” 

She embraced Tom Hermann 
briefly as he was led through 
the corridor to his jail cell. 

Neither Mrs. Sharp, widow of 
the former St. Louis county 
health commissioner, nor her 
son, Cecil, a key witness in the 
trial, was present when the 
verdict came ‘Yn. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney William C. McLaughlin, who 
prosecuted the case, expressed 
satisfaction with the verdict. 

3 Possibilities Dealt With. 

Only three possibilities were 
dealt with by Judge LaDriere in 
his instructions—acquittal; first- 
degree murder, carrying a pen- 
alty of death or life imprison- 
ment, and second-degree murder 
for which the penalty is 10 years 
to life. To establish first-degree 
mutder, the prosecution must 
show the killing was premedi- 
tated. 

Cecil Sharp was the only wit- 
ness to link young Hermann to 
the scene of the crime. He tes- 
tified that he recognized the de- 
fendant as the man who shot his 
father about 9:14 o’clock on the 
evening of last June 29 as father 
and son went to the front door 
‘of the Sharp home at 9243 Clay- 
ton road, Ladue, to investigate 
the cause of loud voices. 

Principal defense was an alibi 
provided by members of the 
Hermann family who testified 
Tom remained at home in their 
presence throughout that eve- 
ning. 

Closing arguments of counsel 
were chiefly attacks on the cred- 
ibility of the opposition wit- 
nesses, Morris relying heavily 
on the fact that Cecil Sharp had 
testified at the coroner’s inquest 
he “could not say” whether 
young Hermann was the killer. 

The Hermanns live at 9245 
Clayton road, next door to the 
Sharps. The two families, whose 
homes are about 150 yards apart, 
had quarreled bitterly since 1950

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Oct. 
22 ‘(AP)—The big Western pow- | 
ers and Russia agreed today to 
press for new closed door dis- | 
armament talks. 

Five powers — the United 
States, Britain, France, Canada 
and Russia — worked out the 
‘language of a draft resolution 
which was being prepared for 
the U.N. Assembly Political 
Committee this afternoon. 

The resolution, reached efter 
a week of dickering over lan- 
guage, calls for the U.N. Dis- 
armament Commission to set up 
a subcommittee similar to that 
which met last spring in Lon- 
don. This means the five spon- 
soring powers will carry on 
closed talks. 

It proclaims the need for 
work for prohibition of use and 
manufacture of nuclear weapons 

__and the conversion of such 

»aweapons to peaceful uses, with 
all proposals so far considered 
to be taken up again. 

With a notation that any con- 
trol organ should have proper 
‘powers to function, the proposed 
resolution appeared to meet de- 
mands of both East and West for 
a harmonious new beginning on 
disarmament talks. 

The committee was nearing the 
end of its general debates and 
quick approval of the resolution 
was predicted, in view of big 
power harmony.

Confuses People 
About Great Strength 
of U.S. 


LOS ANGELES, Oct..22 (AP) 
—Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson today criticized people 
who “rattle the atomic bomb” in 
an attempt to scare citizens of 
this and other nations. 


He said in an address on 
“Peace through Strength,” pre- 
pared for a meeting of the Los 
Angeles World Affairs Council: 


“In many ways neither the 
people of our country nor the 
people of other free nations ap- 
‘preiate the true strength of the 
United States. So much has 
been said about fhe rising pow- 
er of the Soviets and so little 
about our own strength that 
there is danger that the people 
in ovr country could become 
over-anxious and alarmed; and 
that the people of other free na- 
tions in both hemsipheres might 
become confused and-uncertain.” 


Wilson did not identify the 
persons of whom he said: “I do 
not believe that the people who 
are rattling the atomic bomb 
and trying to scare our own peo- 
ple, and indirectly the peoples 
of other nations, are doing our 
country and the rest of the 
world any service. 

“We can more porfitably spend 
out time in analyzing our prob- 
lems and doing something 
about them. At the same time 
we should remember that we are 
strong and that in our efforts 
to make world peace secure we 
should not at any time act like 
we were weak or afraid. 

“Our military power continues 
to grow. Most important in our 
effort to maintain greater deter- 
rent strength without a com- 
parable increase in force lévels 
are the present strategic plans 
for all of our armed forces. 
These plans are currently being 
implemented. In the Army, divi- 
sions are being redeployed from 
Korea, and the organization of 
the Army is being improved.

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WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP) 
— Adm. Richard E: Byrd said 
today defense officials are plan- 
ning a second and larger ex- 
ploratory mission in the Ant- 
arctic after a reconaissance trip 
by the icebreaker Atka. 

The White House announced 
recently that the Atka .would 
leave Dec. 5 on an expedition 
expected to last four or five 
months. 

Byrd’s comments today, after 
a visit to the White House, dis- 
closed for the first time that a 
second and more olaborate ex- 
pedition is planned and indi- 
cated a growing interest by na- 
tional security officials in the 
vast Antarctic area. 

Byrd, 67-year-old retired Navy 
admiral who has led four ex- 
peditions to the Antarctic and 
two to the North Pole,' said he 
believes there are 6,000,000 
square miles of land in the Ant- 
arctic and half of the area has 
never been seen by man. 


He said it is an “untouched 
reservoir of natural r @s.” 
At the rate the world is “reck- 
lessly spending” its resources 
now, Byrd said, the Antarctic 
materials could have great 
strategic value. 

He said the area has coal, 
uranium, other minerals and 
“there must be oil.” 

Byrd, who is serving as tech- 
nical adviser to the Atka expe- 
dition and to the planned sec- 
ond mission, also noted that. if 
the Panama canal is destroyed 
its sea traffic would have to go 
between Cape Horn, at thetip of 
South America and the Antarc- 
tic continent. 

“It could be important for us 
to have some control of ‘that 
area at least,” Byrd said.’ "He 
observed that Russia is “quite 
interested in the Antractic area. 
He expressed his pleasure ;that

CURRENCY TALKS 
WITH RHEE FALL 
GEN. HULL SAYS 


U.N. Chief Asserts U.S. 
Treasury Checks, Dol- 
lars Will Be Used to 


Pay Koreans. 


SEOUL, Oct. 22 (UP)—United 
Nations Commander Gen. John 
E. Hull said tonight that his 
talks with President Syngman 
Rhee in an effort to settle the 
dollar-hwan exchange rate dis- 
pute have ended in failure. 

Hull left by plane to return 
to Tokyo after two days of fruit- 
less talking. 

He said all United States hwan 
accounts in Korean banks had 
been frozen and the United 
States has been denied the use 
of its assets. 

Refusal by ROKs., 


The problem came to a head 
on Oct. 1 when the ROK govern- 
ment refused to hand over any 
more hwan to the United States 
Army unless amounts advanced 
previously were paid for at the 
rate of 180 hwan to $1. The 
United States has insisted on a 
“realistic” exchange rate nearer 
to 500 to 1. 


With its hwan supply cut off, 
the United States Army has been 
unable to pay its 100,000 Korean 
employes. 

Hull said the United States 
would use two methods to pay 
off its obligations: 

1. United States Treasury 
checks will be used to pay Ko- 
rean contractors. 

2. United States dollars would 
be used to pay the Korean em- 
ployes at a rate of 500 to 1. 

Hull, who was accompanied to 
the airport by Eighth Army 
commander Gen. Maxwell D. 
Taylor, said he hoped the South 
Koreans would resume currency 
advances but said no date for 
further talks had been set.

Rates Should Allow 
Building of Reserves, 
St. Louis Aeronautic 


Group Is Told. 


Airline rate-making policies of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board 
should be changed to permit the 
lines to build sufficient reserves 
to tide them over slack periods 
of business and pay for new 
equipment, Oswald P. Ryan, a 
member of the board, said here 
last night. 


Ryan spoke at a meeting of 
the Greater ‘St. Louis chapter of 
the National Aeronautic Associa- 
tion. The meeting, at the Con- 
gress Hotel, was in observance 
of the completion of four years 
of operation by Ozark Air Lines, 
Inc,, which has headquarters in 
St. Louis. 


On ‘the ~basis of experience 
since the CAB was formed to 
regulate the airlines in 1938, 
Ryan said, the industry appears 
to be one in which wide fluctua- 
tions between profit ‘and loss are 
common. As an example, he said, 
revenues in World War II pro- 
duced a comfortable profit. 


From 1946 to 1949 revenues 
dropped well below expenses,

even after substantial subsidy 
increases, he said, and since 1950 
have again been climbing. In a 
single five-year period, he add- 
ed, the domestic airline industry 
changed from a $22,000,000 loss 
to a $68,000,000 profit. 

“Air transportation is now 
moving toward self-sufficiency 
as contrasted with an industry 
operated with subsidy support,” 
Ryan said. “As a result of this 
progress, 92 per cent of the total 
domestic passenger miles trav- 
eled by air in 1953 were per- 
formed by airlines that no 
longer receive mail subsidy from 
the Government. 


“During the subsidy years the 
earnings deficiencies of the loss 
periods could be filled in by ad- 
ditional subsidy grants. But the 
volume of air transport business 
has now become so large as to 
make future reliance on the 
federal treasury a questionable 
course. In the future, there- 
fore, it is more than likely that 
losses in the bad years will have 
to be met by the reserve earn- 
ings of good years. 

“In this connection consider- 
ation might well be given to the 
idea of regulating airline profits 
in relation to the operating 
ratio—a percentage .of gross

Early next year Capital Air- 
lines, will put into service the 
first of its British Viscount 
turboprop airliners, planes with 
jet engines geared to propellers, 
Ryan continued.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP) 
—Official and wunofficial ‘esti- 
mates today placed the nation’s 
eligible voters for the Nov. 2 
elections at the record mid-term 
figure of 74,879,146. 


The same sources estimated 
the prospective total vote in the 
48 States at 45,115,443, includ- 
ing the figure of 241,443 already 
Officially recorded for House 
candidates in Maine Sept. 13. 
This also would be the highest 
for any non-presidential year. 

An Associated Press tabula- 
tion of the estimates—gathered 
from state oficials, party chair- 
men and in a few instances 
from veteran political writers— 


showed a gain in qualified vot-! 


ers of 4,924,668 over the last 
mid-term election in 1950. The 
total that year, a record at the 
time, was 69,954,478. 

The estimated vote represents 
an incfease of 2,791,211 over the 
previous mid-term highest fig- 
ure of 42,324,232 in 1950, the 
latter being the highest vote in 
each state whether for senator, 
governor or combined House 
vote. The 1950 official vote for 
representatives was 40,351,922, 
divided almost equally between 


Democrats and Republicans. The - 


ies and estimated vote is more 
or less normal, for the country 
gained an estimated 3,200,000 in 
“potential” voters (persons 21 
years of age and over) since 
1950, according to the’ Census 
Bureau. The latter says there 


now are 100,223,000 potential 
voters compared with 97,023,000 
four years ago and 98,135,000 in 
1952. 

Thirty-four states show gains 
over 1950 in the number of per- 
sons who have registered, paid 
poll taxes, or otherwhise have 
met state voting requirements, 
for the congressional elections 
10 days off. 


Ten states, led by New York 

with a drop of 222,000, showed 
declines in eligible voter popu- 
lation. Four states — Iowa, 
Maine, Missouri, Wyoming—re- 
mained about the same. 
‘The estimates of the probable 
vote showed all but nine states 
should top their 1950 total vote 
for House candidates. The nine 
are Idaho, Indiana, Missouri, 
Ohio, Utah, Virginia, Washing- 
ton, West Virginia. and Wiscon- 
sin.

NOT 10 PRESIDE IN 
LATTIMORE TRIAL 


Judge Is Accused of Be- 
ing Biased in’ Behalf 
of Defendant in Per. 
jury Case. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (UP) 
—United States District Judge 
Luther W. Youngdahl took un- 
der advisement today a Govern- 
ment plea that he disqualify 
himself from presiding at the 
forthcoming perjury trial of Far 
Eastern expert Owen Lattimore. 

Youngdahl listened for almost 
an hour while United States at- 
torney Leo A. Rover, in a court- 
room packed with lawyers and 
spectators, charged him with 
bias and prejudice against the 
Government. Rover, a_ short, 
balding man with a booming 
voice, frequently punctuated his 
remarks by waving his arms and 
pounding the table with his 
fists. e 

“The Government wants a 
trial before an impartial] judge,” 
he said. ““‘We seek no more and 
are entitled to no less.” 

Although Rover argued that 
the defense had no right to ex- 
press itself in today’s hearing, 
Lattimore’s attorney, former 
Government trust-buster Thur- 
man W. Arnold, called the Gov- 
ernment’s move “an outrage” 
which he said was “without 
precedent | in American juris- 


prudence.’ 
attimore sat with the spec- 


tators toward the rear of the 
courtroom. His wife was with 
him. 

Rover based his charges of 
prejudice on statements made 
by Judge Youngdahl when, in 
May, 1953, he struck down four 
counts of a seven-count perjury 
indictment against Lattimore. 
The counts dismissed by Young- 
dahl included the controversial 
“key” count which charged the 
former Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity. professor with lying when 
he denied being a “sympathizer 
or any other kind of a promoter 
of Communist interests.” All 
the charges related to Latti- 
more’s testimony before the 
Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee early in 1952. 

After the United States Court 
of Appeals upheld Judge Young- 


dahl on the key count, the Gov- | 


ernment obtained another in- 
dictnrent charging ‘that Latti- 
more lied when he said he never 
followed the Communist line or 
promoted Communist interests. 

Referring to Youngdahl's dis- 
missal of the key count in 1953, 
Rover said the judge had inter- 
jected his own personality into 
the case, using “astounding lan- 
guage” in his opinion. 

He said the opinion was “gen-

Reds Probably Afraid of 
U.S. Air Arm — At- 
tack Will Force Ag- 


onizing Choice.

QUEMOY, Oct. 22 — It'is a 
good short-term bet that the Chi- 
nese Nationalists will hang on to 
Quemoy at least through the 
winter. 

The way it looks now the is- 
land cannot be taken unless the 
Chinese Communists commit 
their air force, thereby risking 
a possible clash with planes of 
the United States Seventh Fleet. 
They simply have not enough 
troops around the mainland port 
of Amoy to seize Quemoy with- 
out air support. 

Why haven’t the Reds used 
planes? Probably because they 
are not yet ready to tangle with 
the United States. They don’t 
know whether the United States 
would use air and naval strength 
in support of Quemoy. 

American military observers 
say that the Reds have only 60,- 
000 to 100,000 soldiers in the 
Amoy area fronting this island 
group. They say the Reds would 
need 200,000 men ugless they 
first softened Quemoy with air 
attacks. 

Long Run Picture Is Bad. 


In the long run, however, 
things do not look good. A pure- 
ly defensive posture, such as the 
United States has urged on the 
Nationalists, could mean the 
eventual loss of all the offshore 
islands. 

Most military observers agree 
with the Nationalists’ conten- 
tion that constant aggressive ac- 
tion against mainland. positions 
is imperative to keep the Reds 
off balance and disrupt inva- 
sion plans. 

An agonizing decision for the 
Americans will come when the 
Communists attempt a major 
air-supported invasion of Que- 
moy or Tachen, an island 200 
miles north. Tachén has par- 
ticular intportance as an ad- 
vance radar station for Okinawa, 
as well as Formosa. 

It would do little good for 
Seventh Fleet planes merely to 
hover protectively over these 
islands. An effective defense 
would require air strikes against 
mainland bases. But such an 
order could mean the start of 
World War III. 


How Did U.S. Get Involved? 

How is it that these islands, 
relatively unimportant to the 
strategic defense of the United 
States, now confront Washing- 
ton with the prospective alterna- 
tive of involvement in war or 
serious loss of prestige? 

The first stép toward involve- 
ment was taken many months 
ago, when American military ad- 
visers were established on Que- 
moy. Few Americans at home 
were aware of this until Sept. 3, 
when two American lieutenant- 
colonels were killed in a Com- 
munist barrage. 

Following the deneutralization 
of Formosa, the United States 
gave active encouragement to 
the Nationalists’ buildup of the 
islands. No one objected when 
the Nationalists sent huge 
quantities of American military 
aid equipment to Quemoy. No 
American protests were heard 
when the Quemoy garrison was 
expanded to 50,000 men. 

So, the loss of Quemoy could 
mean something more than a 
staggering blow to the Nation- 
alists on Formosa. American 
prestige would suffer enor- 
mously. 


Hard Nut to Crack. 
However, Quemoy has not fal- 
len yet. Vulnerable though it is, 
with two-thirds of its surface 
swept by Red artillery fire, Que- 
oy will be a hard nut to crack. 
The Communists tried it before 
—in 1949—and suffered 15,000 


casualties in their worst defeat | 
of the civil war. 
Among Quemoy’s defense as- 


makes the island unapproachable | 
by invaders except at high tide, | 
and hills that shield the airstrip | 
and landing beach from main- |} 
land observation. The nearest | 
mainland point is only - 7000 | 
yards from Quemoy’s northwest | 
tip, but winds keep the channel | 
turbulent most of the time. 
The western end of the island | 
is flat and naked, offering no | 
natural defenses, but the central 
and eastern sections are marked | 
by treeless hills strewn with | 
great granite boulders as big as | 
two-story houses. Presumably | 
the Nationalists would counters | 
attack from final defense lines in | 
this area if the Reds gained the | 
beaches.

SAYS DESEGREGATION 
WILL TAKE PATIENCE 


Howard U. Professor Con- 
cedes Some in South Are 
Genuinely Afraid of It. 


The United States Supreme | 
Court decision to end segrega- | 
tien in public schools is sup- | 
ported by the great majority of | 
people, but its implementation | 
will not advance at a uniform 


pace in all parts of the country, 
James Nabrit, secretary and pro- 
fessor of law at Howard Uni- 
versity, Washington, D.C., said 
today. | 

Speaking at a luncheon of the | 
Missouri Association for Social 
Welfare at Hotel Jefferson, Na- 
brit said there are persons in the 
South genuinely afraid .of the 
decision and there are agitators 
who will hope to profit person- 
ally by it. 

In the instances where per- 
sons fear integration, it is going 
to take education, conferences 
and association before a solu- 
tion can be worked out, Nabrit 
said. He pointed out that con- 
ferences were used successfully 
to end disturbances which arose 
at integrated schools in Wash- 
ington and nearby in Maryland 
this fall. Nabrit was the attor- 
ney for one group of cases be- 
fore the Supreme Court which 
resulted in the integration deci- 
sion. 

At a panel meeting of the as- 
sociation today, Dr. James 
Strauss said many brain- 
damaged, mentally retarded chil- 
dren can be educated and trained 
to become normal citizens in 
every respect. 

Dr. Strauss, president of the 
Cove Schools for brain-injured 
children at Racine, Wis., and 
Evanston, Ill., said some brain- 
damaged children have normal 
intelligence, but do not learn 
because of perceptual disturb- 
ances. 

“They cannot clearly make a 
mental image of things happen- 
ing in their environment,” Dr. 
Strauss said. He added that even 
in a regular school they can be'! 
helped by being isolated so that 


perceptual stimulations cones fi 


interfere with their work. Uusal- 
ly no more than one such child 
can be taken.in a regular class 
because of the extra work on the 
teacher, he said. 

These children have excellent 
memories, but it is a liability to 
them. rather than an asset, Dr. 
Strauss said. Beacuse facts are 
so easy for them to remember, 
they must be taught precesnes | 
and the relation of things in- 
stead, he pointed out. Dr. Strauss 
has a medical degree from the 
University of Heidelberg, Ger- 
many, and until 1933 was assist- 
ant professor of child psychiatry 
at Heidelberg. 

America’s schools are being 
kept from doing their jobs be- 
cause of attacks by persons with 
political ambitions, Norman 
Isaacs, managing editor of the 
Louisville (Ky.) Times, told 
members of the Missouri Associ- 
ation for Social Welfare last 
night at Hotel Jefferson. 

Speaking on “Missouri’s Her- 
itage,”” the former managing ed- 
itor of the old St. Louis Star- 
Times cited contributions of Mis- 
souri leaders in journalism, law, 
music and literature. Their 
achievements were made pos- 
sible, he said, because they felt 
free to experiment with ideas. 

He urged a national rededica- 
tion to freedom and told of a 
survey of 522 public school sys- 
tems which showed that teach- 
ers were “reluctant to consider 
controversial issues.” 

“I am sick,” he said, ‘‘of hear- 
ing schools labeled Godless, 
teachers libeled as Communists 
and school books called social- 
istic. The nation has become 
afraid of ideas—our very. con- 
tribution to society. Stultifica- 
tion of spirit has become part 
of a dreadful nationa] pattern.” 

At the associatiofi’s annual 
conference, which continued to- 
day at the hotel, about 800 pro- 
fessional health and welfare 
workers and interested laymen 
considered problems of Missouri 
mental hospitals, retarded chil- 
dren and disabled persons. The 
meeting will close tomorrow.

Government, Warns 
Troops Will Move In 
Monday if Workers 

' Don’t Return. 


LONDON, Oct. 22 (AP)—The 
government today warned Brit- 
ain’s 44,000 striking dock work- 
rs to return to work by Mon- 
day morning or troops will move 
M®to the waterfront. 

The ultimatum was announced 
mm the House of Commons by 
Labor Minister Sir Walter 
Monckton. He said the strikers 
would not prejudice their posi- 
tion in any way by getting back 
on the job. 

Reluctance on Troops. 

While reluctant to use troops, 
Monckton also made it clear 
the present tieup could not con- 
tinue much longer. He said: 

“The government have a pri- 
mary and paramount duty to 
protect the life and work of the 
nation. On this they are deter- 
mined. 

“They (the government) have 
not found it necessary up to now 
to introduce military labor, but 
they will not hesitate to do so 
as soon as, in their judgment, it 
becomes necessary.” 

Monckt %n’s back-to-work plea 


came a day after Atthur Deakin, 
head of the giant Transport and 
General Workers Union,’ urged 
the strikers to end the tieup. A 
majority of those out are mem- 
bers of Deakin’s union, acting 


against their leaders’ advice. 

“There is no reason why this 
strike should go on a day long- 
er,””’ Monckton said. “The men 
on strike would not prejudice 
their position in any way by re- 
turning to work. ... They could 
go Back on prestrike conditions, 
that is to say, without working 
overtime, which is the sole sub- 
ject of the controversy.” 

Truce Possibility. 

here was a growing belief 
that a truce might be reached 
this weekend. There were ru- 
mors that the Government Board 
of Inquiry might present some 
approach for settlement. A pri- 
vate session with employer and 
union heads was scheduled by 
the board today. 

(The United Press reported 
that dock workers at Manches- 
ter refused to join the walkout.

Following is the text of the speech by President Eisenhower 
at the Alfred E. Smith memorial dinner here last night: 


Vine EMINENCE, Gov. Dewey, 


Mayor Wagner—my fellow 


Americans. May I, first, pay my deep respects to a lady 


whose early life was devoted to 


and intertwined with that 


of the man whose memory we are here to honor, His confidant, 
his counselor, an admired citizen in her own right, a worthy 
daughter of a noble parent—Emily Smith Warner. 


On such an evening as this, 
before such a gathering as this, 
our attention seems inescapably 
directed to three subjects, re- 
lated in our thinking. They are: 

First. The man whose memory 
we honor — Alfred Emanuel 
Smith. 


Second, The practice of char- 


Stable giving. 


Third. The Government and 
the health of its people. 

None in our generation more 
warmly sympathized with the 
needs, the hopes, the aspirations 
of humanity than did Gov. 
Smith; none more earnestly used 
Government. as an instrument 
for their satisfaction. 

Yet none in our generation 
more acutely recognized the 
menace of bankrupting waste 
inherent in a centralized bu- 
reaucracy; none more firmly 
believed in self-dependence 
and initiative; and none more 
firmly believed that thrift and 
solvency are hallmarks of 
good government, 

In all that. concerned human 


beings, he was a true liberal; in- 


al that concerned the economy 
within which they lived, he was 
a genuine conservative. In his 
daily tasks, he was a man of 
charitable heart; a patriot who 
loved America and its people. 
His life made manifest the chal- 
lenges and opportunities, the re- 
sponsibilities and rewards which 
America confers on those who 
serve their country and their 
fellow men. 

Accepted Defeats Cheerfully. 

His life did not escape the 
experience of defeat, but he ac- 
cepted his defeats cheerfully, 
for he knew that if he were 
right, time would vindicate him 


and truth would prevail. 


He faced his challenges un- 


‘afraid, for he was armed in hon- 
_esty of purpose and integrity 


of soul. 
He seized his opportunities 


_ eagerly, for he was an alert 


steward of God-given talents. 

He bore his responsibilities 
serenely, for he sought the coun- 
sel of the wise and the help of 
the Almighty. 

He accepted his rewards mod- 
estly, for he felt those higher 
inner satisfactions known only 
to those who dedicate them- 
selves to service to others. 

Through a long life, he served 
his city, his state, his country, 
to the limits of a great capacity. 
In every task, he was impelled 
by a fiery faith in the decency 
and dignity of men and in the 
purposes of America. So im- 
pelled, he labored well. His 
life was a crusade against in- 
equities rooted in such spurious 
criteria as ancestry and income. 

Therefore, the name Alfred 
E: Smith is enshrined in history. 
£0 long as the republic endures, 
he will not be forgotten. 

But, beyond that, Al Smith, 
the man, the happy warrior, the 
American of great mind and 
great soul, lives in the hearts of 
people. 

Monuments of timber and 
stone and metal have recorded 
human accomplishments through 
the years. In the history of 
America, there are many who 
have earned such distinction. 
To only a few, however, in all 
the years of the republic has 
there been paid the highest of 
all awards: A public resolve that 
the causes which they espoused 
shall not be permitted to die 
with them; that others, inspired 
by their memory, shall carry on 
the work to which those few 
dedicated themselves. 

Our assembly this evening is 
an expression of public deter- 
mination. 

In our distant and diverse 
origins, in our present vocations 
and affiliations and interests, we 
are the infinite variety of Amer- 
ican life. The roll call of this 
dinner is a roster of the races 
and religious creeds, the polit- 
ical parties, the economic enter- 
prises, the cultural movements 
that constitute the republic. But 
the common bond of dedication 
to values that Al Smith upheld 
converts our multitudinous va- 
riety into a purposeful unity, a 
reflection of our national unity 
that is today a towering beacon 
of hope to torn and divided 
mankind. 

Our gathering to honor this 
man, to pay our respect to the 
causes for which he labored 
throughout his life, symbolizes 
our unity. We honor him because 
through his career he gave him- 
self unsparingly to the Amer- 
ican ‘dream. 

Since the beginning of time, 
men have deluded themselves— 
or have been deluded by other 
metiwith fantasies of life free 
from labor or pain or sacrifice, 
of limitless reward that requires 
no risk, of pleasure untainted by 
suffering. From such dreams, 
the awakening has always been 
rude. and penalty a night-

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pression of a religious faith 
that man is free; that man is 
responsive to the call of con- 


science and duty; that man is © 


endowed at birth with certain 
capacities and rights. But they 
knew that man must earn his 
freedom, his rights, his way 
through life. ; 

Al Smith was both a product 
and an apostle of these concepts 
and this system. His undivided 
and passionate loyalty was given 
to America, and to the ‘spiritual 
and moral values tHat mean 
Americanism. Sympathetic as he 
was toward differing convictions 
based in conscience, he was in- 
capable of entertaining or of 
tolerating a thought directed to- 
ward the violent destruction of 


the governmental system of our | 


free country. He was a deadly 
foe of Communism and Fascism. 
Who can doubt that he would 
have ‘Supported and applauded, 
if alive in 1954, every one of the 
laws of the regent Congress to 
make more certain the discov- 
ery of subversives, to speed 
their removal from influential 
positions, to mete out to them 
legal punishment. Though he 
would have repudiated injustice 
toward or persecution of any 
individual, yet he would have 
been as stern as George Wash- 
ington in dealing with any prop- 
erly convicted of betraying this 
nation. 

Among the fruits enfoyed b 
those who live under the fands- 
mental concepts and principles 
that define our system—are an 
abundance in all that makes a 
good life, unparalleled in the 
entire history of tribes and na- 
tions and empires. 

But, since the earliest days, 
never has the factual realiza- 
tion of the dream been devoid 
of imperfections. Happily, their 
correction has been constant and 
ceaseless. In every generation 
there have been mighty voices 
crying out insistently that this 
evil be eradicated or that wrong 
be righted. Al Smith was such 
a voice. He was a man of many 
concerns for the betterment of 
human living. 

Not the least of his many con- 
cerns is the direct inspiration of 
our gathering here tonight—the 
care and the cure of the sick 
and the ailing. 

Created for productive life, 
endowed with talents of mighty 
potential, man has the right 
to enjoy adequate means for 
the preservation of good health 
and its restoration whenever 
injured or lost. The communi- 
ty, whether it be tribe or em- 
pire, that ignores this right 
commits slow suicide. 

You, in this room this eve- 
ning, act in an ancient and firm- 

ly rooted tradition of the Jewish 
and Christian faiths. You are 
engaged in a noble work of mer- 
cy. By your presence here you 

re witnesses to the everlasting 

th of our spiritual brother- 
hood. This brotherhood requires 
of us that the fortunate be quick 
in their aid to the unfortunate. 

And here may I salute an- 
other lady—the sponsor of this 
dinner. Hers is truly the spirit 
that seeks no reward beyond 
the knowledge of a good task 
well done. For her name is, at 
her own request, unknown to 
us. But, because of her genei- 
osity in paying the costs of this 
dinner, every penny raised here 
goes to the cause of the sick, a 
cause so close to the life of Al 
Smith. I know that, with all 
your hearts, you join me in S8a- 
lute to this bountiful lady. 

The preachers of materialism 
brand such acts as here, and the 
spirit that animates you around 
these tables, as an obsolescent 
manifestation of that spiritual 
force which they term “the opi- 
ate of the people.” 

But should we ourselves ever 
permit the spirit of charity to 
weaken among us, we shall by 
that much weaken America. 
Thereby, we can lose that will 
to sacrifice, which in hospital 
ward and on battle field, im the 
daily living of the home and the 
bustle of an industrial world, 
arouses men and women to the 
heights of greatness. Thereby, 
we can lose the recognition of 
our spiritual brotherhood, of 
our duty that the more fortu- 
nate help those less fortunate 
amid the accidents of life. And 
that recognition is a tie binding 
tens of millions of Americans 
into a single family. 

There is a responsibility on 
every one of us that we, by word 
and deed, further the practice 
of voluntary giving. This prac- 
tice is rooted in a spirit that is 
at once a mark of the American 
dream and an essential influ- 
ence toward its eventual reali- 
zation.

President Eisenhower has spent two days in 
Connecticut and New York. In between a pair 
of addresses labeled “non-political” by the White 
House, he has done his most intensive campaign- 
ing so far in the midterm race for political 
control. 

The President's first major address of the trip 
was at the New .York American-Jewish ter- 
centenary dinner in honor of the arrival in New 
Amsterdam 300 years ago of the first 23 Jews 
who sought freedom from the persecutions of Eu- 
rope. As was befitting such an occasion Mr. Eis- 
enhower made peace his theme. He takes proper 
pride in the efforts of his Administration in be- 
half of a peaceful world, as his use of the word 
“peace,” or a variant, some 32 times fn a half 
hour attests. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
President is completely sincere in all that he 
says about peace. As Gen. Eisenhower he saw 
first hand the frightful cost of war in lives and 
treasure. And he recognizes, as he said at Trin- 
ity College, Hartford, Conn., that an atomic war 
would be a disaster which could be won by neith- 
er side. In his hopes and aspirations for peace 
he has the fullest support of virtually every one 
of some 160,000,000 United States citizens. If 
there is“ any cause that is nonpartisan it is 
world peace.

The night after his appearance before the 
Jewish audience, the President paid a tribute to 
the late Democratic leader, Alfred E. Smith, 
politically the most prominent Roman Catholic 
in American history, At a dinner in honor of the 
famous New York Governor of the °20s, Mr. 
Eisenhower spoke most appropriately on the 
subject of “man’s right to enjoy the best means 
for the preservation of good health and its res- 
toration whenever injured or lost.” 

Although it might have been more expedient 
not to mention the Republican Congress’s failure 
to pass what he called his “sound health re-in- 
surance program,” the President, to his credit, 
noted that entry on the G.O.P. debit side. Oddly 
enough, however, he attributed the opposition 
to “some extremists of the bureaucratic type,” 
whereas the chief pressure to kill the bill came 
from Republican congressional leaders who 
found the proposal to be a first step toward so- 
called “socialized medicine.” 

But what the President said before the Jew- 
ish and Catholic audiences fades before his frank, 
all-out appeal for the election of Senator Ives to 
the New York governorship to succeed Thomas 
E. Dewey. After telling G.O.P.’campaign work- 

ers it was “tremendously important” that Sena- 
tor Ives defeat Democratic nominee Averell 
Harriman, Mr. Eisenhower went on an unan- 
nounced three-and-a-half-hour personal appear-, 
ance motor tour of New York with Messrs. 
Dewey and Ives. The President even rang 
some doorbells and took the householders by 
surprise. 
* *. * 

This unqualified identification of the presi- 
dency with the Ives candidacy came less than 
two days after the New York Senator’s personal 
attack on the integrity of Mr. Harriman in a 
huckster-built television speech. Taken together 
these actions suggest that G.O.P. headquarters 
must be gravely worried about the prospects in 
New York for Nov. 2. 

Mr. Eisenhower gave attention to another 
trouble area when he received former Congress- 
man Clifford P. Case of New Jersey, whose: cam- 
paign for the Senate, with the President’s per- 
sonal blessing, has produced a bitter Republican 
civil war. Mr, Case’s Old Guard enemies have 
even smeared him through a Red tag they tried 
to hang on his sister. 

Actually a man with Mr. Eisenhower's in- 
stincts for decency and fair play must be just 
as revolted at the Ives smear on Mr. Harriman 
in New York as at the McCarthyite smear on 
Mr. Case in New Jersey. No wonder the Presi- 
dent told the West Point Society of New York: 
“Just give me a little more time and I'll be back 
in the crowd cheering for some other poor suck- 
er who’s up there.” 

Whether there is a portent for 1956 in those 
words, we suspect that they come very close to 
expressing Dwight D. Eisenhower’s innermost 
feeling for the hard, perplexing, exacting, never- 
ending job that he took on 21 months ago. 
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Orchids for the Looking 


A place to go between now and sundown Sun- 
day is the Missouri Botanical Garden. The spe- 
cial place to go in the garden is the alcove 
house adjoining the main floral display building. 


For in the four alcoves are some 500 orchid 
blooms still beautiful after the First World 
Orchid Conference which brought hundreds of 
rare species of orchids to St. Louis from such 
distant places as Australia, Hawaii and the 
tropics.

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$250 and Six Months for a Life 

Witnesses testified that Lilburn J. Carron, a 
freight handler, had been drinking, was driving 
at a high rate of speed and that the body of 
Richard Crump, a pedestrian, was carried 147 
feet by Carron’s automobile. Defendant Carron 
was found guilty of manslaughter in his trial 
this week and the jury set his punishment at six 
months in the workhouse and a $250 fine. An 
amateur holdup man or a petty burglar usually 
draws a heavier sentence. 

A few defendants in such traffic fatality cases 
are sentenced to serve a few more months or 
pay a few more dollars in settlement of their 
debt to society. Most of them receive lighter 
sentences or go free because of anything that 
may be regarded as an extenuating circumstance. 
Most jurors drive or have driven some type of 
motor vehicle and are highly susceptible to a 
defense attorney's standard argument that it is, 
oh, so easy for even the most careful driver to 
have a traffic accident. 

So the guilty man is merely deprived of a lit- 
tle of his time and a few dollars. The innocent 
victim is deprived of his life. Small wonder for 
the prevalence of the cynical remark: The easiest 
and cheapest way to kill a man is to hit him with 
an automobile. 

No court in the land would stand for a jury 
made up of persons who have had relatives run 
down by irresponsible motorists but the thought 
arises that such a jury would reverse the pres- 
ent set procedure of light sentences. Those mo- 
torists who are tempted to take a chance or to 


take the wheel when under the influence of 
liquor should stop and wonder what their fate 
would be if they just did happen to end up be- 
fore a jury that somehow could not be softened. 
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What Next After Paris? 


With agreement reached at Paris on terms for 
granting West Germany virtual sovereignty, and 
for admitting West Germany and Italy to the 
Brussels treaty organization, only one visible 
obstacle to the organization of Western Europe 
remains. That is the thorny problem of the Saar. 


French Premier Mendes-France has said that 
he will not seek ratification of the larger ac- 
cords which are to bring Germany into the Eu- 
ropean defense organization until a Saar accord 
has been reached. Earlier reports that he had 
already reached one with Chancellor Adenauer 
proved false. But that the chance of agreement 
is strong can be inferred from Adenauer’s sum- 
moning to Paris the leaders of his Socialist op- 
position, to consult with him on the Saar prob- 
lem. Evidently Adenauer is at least convinced 
that Premier Mendes-France means business. 


That view is strengthened by the settlement of 
two broader issues which had been expected to 
give some trouble. The French apparently did 
not insist upon strengthening the arms control 
powers to be given the agency of the Brussels 
treaty organization which supervises armament 
production and imports. And their demand that 
this organization control the distribution of 
American military aid has been compromised or 
modified, one report being that the United 
States promised to be guided, though not to be 
bound, by recommendations of the Brussels 
organization. 

So if a Saar agreement can be reached, or the 
lines of one laid down, the end of the week 
should witness successful completion of the elab- 
orate structure to replace EDC. And what then? 

One of the’ principal architects of the new 
structure, the newly knighted Anthony Eden, 
may have quite different ideas of the next step 
from those held by American diplomats. Brit- 
ain’s foreign secretary told the House of Com- 
mons before leaving for Paris that once European 
unity had been achieved “we shall be tH® better 
able to move onward toward even wider projects, 
including, let us hope, a relaxation of tension 
between East and West.” 

This was Eden’s way of recognizing the strong 
public sentiment in Britain, among Laborites 
and Conservatives alike, for using the Paris. ac- 
cords as a platform from which to direct a new 
approach to the Soviet Union. American policy 
has been founded on the view that no new ap- 
proach can now be profitable. Yet if the Euro- 
pean leadership which has been so essential to 
achievement of the. Paris accords determines 

otherwise, it will be difficult and probably un- 
wise for the United States to oppose new nego- 
tiations across the Iron Curtain. 
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Embarrassment Among Friends 

With all due respect to the Dutch, a splendid 
people, it must be admitted that their Govern- 
ment’s explanation of its relations with Joseph 
Sydney Petersen Jr. rings a trifle hollow. 

Petersen, indicted on three counts of violat- 
ing the anti-espionage laws, is said to have passed 
secret information to The Netherlands embassy 
in Washington, and the embassy says it labored 
under the impression that he had been officially 
authorized to release it. 

If the State Department seems to take this 
explanation seriously, it must be for diplomatic 
reasons only. Credulity is just taxed too much 
by the proposition that the Dutch or any other 
foreign government would actually assume that 
a minor clerk in a super-secret security agency 
was authorized to give out super-secret stuff 
which, the language of the indictment implies, 
may have had something to do with code-break- 
ing. The Dutch, we feel confident, are not that 
unworldly. 

The Netherlands Government seems to have 
been caught with its hand in the cookie jar. It 
appears to have been doing what all govern- 
ments do but seldom admit—spying wherever it 
can, on friends as well as enemies. 


Since the Dutch are established friends and 
Atlantic allies, they can expect the kid-glove, tut- 
tut, naughty-naughty treatment now. But if 
they ever become an enemy (and the espionage 
game assumes that everybody is a potential 
enemy), they can expect to be denounced then 
in the bitterest terms. That’s espionage. 
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Sausage Can Be Pretty Nice 

The question is not so much whether the 
Duke of Edinburgh called Queen Elizabeth II 
“Sausage.” Not as we see it. The question is 
more what the Duke would have meant if he 
had said it. The Duke himself says he cannot 
really imagine its being “very encouraging in 
any circumstance.” We can’t agree. It all de- 
pends on the kind of sausage. 

If the Duke had called the Queen “Sausage” 
and meant Bologna, that, we grant you, would 
not be very encouraging. But suppose he had 
meant little piggy sausages? Cute. Curved. Or 
fresh country sausages? Like a Thomas Hardy 
heroine with a milk pail and rosy cheeks. We 
can only repeat that it all depends on what kind 
of sausage the Duke would have meant if he 
had said it. 
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To Avert a Scandal 

An Arkansas bank president who has been 
sharply criticizing the proposed Dixon-Yates deal 
is right about one thing at least. Unless this en- 
tire deal with ‘a chosen syndicate is made public 
there will be a national scandal, says Arthur E. 
McLean, president of the Commercial National 
Bank of Little Rock. Mr. McLean says he wants 
to save Mr. Eisenhower—whom he voted for and 
hopes will make a great President—from such 
a@ scandal. 

Yet the partisans of this high-cost-power 
scheme seem hard to convince that frankness is 
going to be necessary. Representative Cole of 
New York, chairman of the Senate-House Atom- 
ic Energy. Committee, said only the other day 
that he plans to give concerned departments and 
agencies of the Government alone an opportu- 
nity to be heard when hearings start Nov. 4. 


What about the 148 public power systems in 
the Tennessee Valley, with an investment of 
$400,000,000 at stake, who want to be heard? 
What about the American Public Power Associa- 
tion, whose member systems throughout the 
country may be adversely affected? What about 
the Von Tresckow group, which offered a ¢com- 
petitive hid and got only a cold shoulder and a 
deaf ear? 

The kind of hearing Mr. Cole is speaking of is 
not the kind Mr. McLean is speaking of, or the 
kind the country needs. It would not avoid scan- 
dal, but authenticate it with the seal of an eva- 
sive silence. Chairman Cole and other Dixon- 
Yates partisans would do well to start thinking 
in terms of a hearing in which attention is given 
to every proper witness and every relevant fact.

The International Information Ad- 
ministration which Dr. Robert L. John- 
son and I took over on March 3, 1953, 
had long been a stepchild of foreign 
policy, still housed and controlled by 
the Department of State. 

After a few days in Washington we 
realized we were caught in a squeeze 
play between Representative Taber of 
New York and Senator McCarthy of 
Wisconsin—between those who were 
crippling the program (which includes 
Voice of America) 
in the name of 
“economy” and 
those who wanted 
to cripple it in the 
name of “security.” 

A few weeks be- 
fore we arrived in 
Washington there 
had -been issued 
the directive that 
“no material by any 
Communists, fel- 
low-travelers, et 
cetera, will be used 
under any circum- 
stances by any IIA 
media.” This had 
been okayed by Dulles appointees. 

The President’s Advisory Commission 
on Information, including such sub- 
stantial figures from business as Philip 
Reed, chairman of the board of General 
Electric, and Ben Hibbs, editor of the 
Saturday Evening Post, was deeply dis- 
turbed about the new instruction and 
its effect on our work abroad. It took 
Johnson and me five months to undo 
the directive, on paper at least. We 
were never able to undo all the damage. 


High Ideals and Low Practices 


I recall my first visit to the White 
House, the pride I felt, and the chill 
and anger in my bones when I realized 
that the powerful men assembled there 
had cast their unanimous vote, in a mat- 
ter of great importance to the informa- 
tion program, for what was openly de- 
scribed as the most expedient solution. 


Sherman Adams, the President’s spe- 
cial assistant, pronounced the word 
“expediency” as though it meant noth- 
ing more than efficiency. 

Above all, I remember those men in 
government who felt that constant and 
public reiteration. of high ideals had 
somehow earned them the right to 
practice the low arts of compromise and 
backstairs deals. 

Vice President Nixon echoed Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s vigorous expressions 
of support. Two weeks later, however, 
Secretary Dulles said disdainfully of 
IIA that “the entire future of that ven- 
ture is obscure.” 

Obviously something had happened to 
John Foster Dulles. I began to sus- 
pect that it was McCarthy and Taber. 

The President had called Johnson to 
Washington on four days’ notice. He'd 
been asked to drop the reins of a large 
university, to disregard the state of his 
health, in order to operate an agency 
that both Eisenhower and Dulles said 
was of the highest importance in the 
world-wide struggle to win men’s minds. 


Security Behind the Scenes

But when Johnson called on Herbert 


Hoover to intercede with Taber to pro- 
vide funds for our program, he flatly 
said “No,” and went on to declare the 
IIA was so permeated with leftists that 
the only solution was to liquidate it. 

I began to see the security problem 
in an entirely new light. From behind 
th it was being used to create 
and abajish jobs, to defend or defeat 


They produced lists of officials. who 
should be fired if we weren’t to get into 
trouble with “Joe,”—and names of 
others we ought to hire in their place. 

We thought it high time we talked to 
McCarthy himself and tried to get him 
to call off his boys. But at the last mo- 
ment McCarthy sent word that he had 
decided not to show up. 

We told C. D. Jackson, the Presi- 
dent’s closest adviser on psychological 
warfare, how these boys were wrecking 
the morale and integrity of our agency. 
But Jackson blandly answered that he 
wouldn’t dream’ of approaching the 
President on the subject. It was Eisen- 
hower’s “passion,” he reminded me, 
“not to offend anybody in Congress.” 


Cohn and Schine and Joe 


A week later Johnson himself tried 
to get an appointment with Mr. Eisen- 
hower, to whom he was supposed to 
have direct access, only to be told that 
the President was solidly booked. 

Cohn and Schine explained to me 
again that Joe didn’t want to meet with 
us until we had given more proof of 
“going straight.” At last the Senator 
consented to appear. McCarthy was al- 
most in a benign mood. Promises of 
mutual co-operation were exchanged. 

Soon afterward McCarthy came up 
with a new charge against IIA: We were 
harboring 30,000 copies of books by 
Communist authors in our overseas li- 
braries. The Secretary of State when I 
went to see him, remarked plaintively, 
“Why have they got my cousin (Rhea 
Foster Dulles) on that list?” 

Then we became involved in an open 
fight with McCarthy—greatly to the 
annoyance of the White House, which 
again tried to keep us quiet. . John- 
son had already tendered his resigna- 
tion and we felt free to fight back. 

I drafted a letter for Johnson that 
detailed to McCarthy our bill of par- 
ticulars against his investigator’s mis- 
statements, and sent it to Sherman 
Adams at the White House for clear- 
ance. But it was never cleared. I sud- 
denly realized that the Administration 
was preparing to let us down again. 

Adams telephoned Johnson and told 
him that he was not to issue any more 
press releases, hold any press confer- 
ences, or otherwise make any public 
statement concerning Mr. McCarthy or 
any other aspect of the program. 


Mr. Adams Promises a Muzzle 


Next day we learned that Senator 
Mundt had called at the White House 
and obtained a promise from Sherman 
Adams that Johnson would be muzzled. 

I thought back on all the time I had 
worked with citizens’ committees for 
the betterment of government. I re- 
called my enthusiasm for the Fisen- 
hower candidacy and my belief that his 
Administration would bring a new in- 
tegrity into our government. Yet look- 
*ng back on my five months in Wash- 
ington, I felt ashamed. 

As one who has always believed in 
the responsibilities of business men, I 
cannot be indifferent to how the busi- 
ness community as a whole will be af- 
fected if this Administration, which has 
been called a “Business Man’s Admin- 
istration,” is a failure.

As the W orld Shrinks 


THE MEANING OF NATIONALISM, by Louls L 
Snyder. im ¢ University Press, New Bruns- 
wick, N.J., 208 pgs., $4.50.) 

Whether nationalism is a force for 
good or evil seems to be a problem of 
semantics. The very suffix “ism” makes 
the word look suspicious. Prof. Snyder 
shows in this study that we do not 
mean at all the same thing when we 
talk of nationalism, but that the most 
divergent views find their expression 
in this term. , 

Philosophy, sociology, anthropology, 
psychology and psycho-analysis have 
different explanations for the feeling 
of nationalism. Prof. Snyder feels that 
the present world situation makes it 
imperative that we come to a clear-cut 
understanding of nationalism and its 
meaning. 

Love of their country has moved 
men to inspiring acts of patriotic hero- 
ism, and on the other side, has led na- 
tions down the path to destructiveness 
and hatred in the belief that they were 
chosen to dominate the world. It is 
this two-faced phenomenon that makes 
it so difficult to indorse anythigg de- 
manded in the name of the “nation.” 


As Snyder points out, nationalism 
and patriotism are by no means identi- 
cal. Nationalism, he believes, “is pri- 
marily concerned with the independ- 
ence and unity of the nation; patriot- 
ism is more specifically the passion 
that influences the individual to serve 
the object of his devotion — his 
country.” 

In the extreme view of psycho- 
analysts, patriotism may be, in part, a 
manifestation of a psychic defense 
against fear and anxiety. 

The difficulty arises to a large meas- 
ure from the uncertainty over what 
constitutes a nation and the problem 
of national character. A “tensions 
project” is currently being conducted 
by UNESCO to study national char- 
acter in the hope to lift the view from 
its obscurities. But here again it .ap- 
pears that language is the greatest 
barrier to discovering the ‘truth, be- 
cause the same words used in different 
languages have different connotations 
and shades. 

Prof. Snyder expresses the belief 
that there is no necessity for nation- 
alism to exist in its present form. In 
his opinion, it could “possibly be out- 
moded in the new historical age which 
we are now entering. One result of 
modern technical development is the 
rapid shrinking of the world, by which 
nations of different colors, tongues, re 
ligions, philosophies, traditions and 
prejudices are thrown. together anil 
compelled either to co-operate or fight’ 

In the Atomic Age we therefore neetl 
new concepts of national value antl 
their interrelationship with interna- 
tional values. “The desire for the well- 
being of one’s own nation,” accord 
to Snyder, “can be made compatible 
with the welfare of ali humanity.” |” 

Unfortunately, we may add, 
clans of all countries have found thet 
it is easier to exploit the egotistic na- 
tionalistic feelings than the vague 
understanding of the necessity of in- 
ternational co-operation. We shudder to 
think what forces may still be neces- 
Sary to bring about a reorientation.

This New York episode fits 
into a pattern forecast to this 
reporter in state after state in 
his recent tour of the country. 
This was a “smear” campaign 
in the last two weeks before the 
election against Democratic 
candidates in a desperate effort 
to salvage the election. 

That is being borne out now 
in a number of key senatorial 
contests—in Oregon, Wyoming, 
Colorado, Montana, Illinois, 
among others. 

This is, of course, accepted 
practice in our politics, deplored 
as it periodically is, most re- 
cently by Gov.

Below each reproduction are 
precisely apt excerpts from both 
classic and little-known litera- 
ture of the time. Search for 
these passages led through 100 
books and was conducted by 
William N. Ejisendrath Jr., as- 
sistant to the director; Miss 
Catherine Filsinger, assistant 
curator, Voelker and Rathbone.

But we see him, too, as a man of 
conscience and good will who 
realized that within an indus- 
trialized society no man, no fam- 
ily, no community, no state can 
stand entirely alone.

‘force, either as a “labor” party 
‘or by capture of the Democratic | 
party to make it into a “liberal- 
labor” organization.

For 
instance, in Michigan, the CIO- 
PAC went all out for the late 
Blair Moody for the Democratic 
nomination for Senator while 
the AFL supported one of its 
own officials, Patrick V. Mce- 
Namara, head of the local Steam- 
fitters’ Union. Moody’s death 
prevented an open break in 
Michigan labor ranks and the 
CIO is now supporting McNam- 
ara against Republican Senator 
Ferguson in the election. 

CIO Openly for Democrats. 

This year the CIO is making 
‘no bones about its support of 
Democratic candidates. Walter 
Reuther, head of the CIO and 
the United Auto Workers Union, 
recently told a television au- 
dience that his organization is 
not backing any Republican con- 
gressional candidates in this 
campaign. He said it could find 
none worthy of support against 
the Democratic opponent. 

He defended McNamara for 


being “pro-labor,” asserting that 
working men have as much 
right to representation in the 
Senate as corporations have in 
Senator . Ferguson. 

Reuther insisted, in face of 
questioning, however, that the 
national labor organizations do 
not tell their individual mem- 
bers how they should vote, that 
they merely give them the in- 
formation on which they can 
make their independent deci- 
sions. He also emphasized that 
the local and state branches, not 
the national organizations, de- 
termined which candidates to 
support or oppose. 

Actually, however, the na- 
tional organizations, by their 
campaign literature and their 
contributions, have great influ- 
ence on the state and local lead- 
ers ‘and the rank and file 
members.

National organizations select 
the issues on which members of 
Congress are listed as “for” or 
“against” what organized labor

waterfowl hunting season today 


Weather and water conditions 
generally will be good in Mis- 
souri. But the birds, with a 
notable exception, just haven't 
showed up in large numbers. 

The exception ig provided by 
geese in the Swan Lake and 
Squaw Creek Refuge Areas. 


Thousands of the big honkers, 
mostly Canadas, are resting and 
feeding there. 

Harold V. Terrill, commission 
biologist who made a pre-open- 
ing air survey Wednesday, said 
goose shooting should be excel- 
lent for the fellows lucky 
enough to get into blinds around 
the refuges. 

But elsewhere in Missouri 
there’s a general lack of ducks 
and geese. The big concentra- 
tions are still in the north and 
a blizzard is needed to push 
them this way. 

There are a few snow geese in 
the northeastern area, along the 
Mississippi, and a sprinkling of 
blue wing teal and pintails 
throughout the state but only a 
few mallards have ventured this 
far south, Terrill said. 

For the hunters who like to 
hunt the river sandbars along 
the Missouri there'll be a delay, 
it was indicated. The river is 
about three feet higher than the 
best level for duck hunting and 
the bars are still submerged. 

Recent rains have done much 
to fill sloughs and oxbow lakes, 
particularly in northern Mis- 
souri. River bottoms are well 
supplied with stands of smart- 
weed and millet. The slim corn 
crop this year won't add much 
to the waterfow] diet, though. 

The 55-day season opened at 
noon today and closes an hour 
before’ sunset Dec. 15. Daily 
shooting hours, after today are 
from a half hour before sunrise

: Nightmare to Boxers. 

SOR many years boxers have 

feared the “home town” de- 

_tision. By which is meant 

that when a boxer goes into a 

city to fight a local pride, he 

ts afraid that the officials may 

pe swayed in their judgment 

civic pride, or by the roars 

of the crowd for the home- 
town boy. 

The “Boston decision” used 
to be a byword in the boxing 
fraternity because visiting box- 
ers in Boston said they had to 
Score a knockout to win a bout 
from a Boston product. 

And now Philadelphia is be- 
ginning to have something of 
“the same reputation. 

-* Yet the referees and the 
judges in Philadelphia may be 
very competent and they may 
‘be calling them just as they 
see them, which is all any of- 
ficial can do. 

.. But the Ezzard Charles-Joe 
Walcott fight, which Walcott 
won on decision, and now the 
Johnny Saxton-Kid Gavilan 
fight which saw the welter-

research organization said yes- 
terday. 

H. J. Rand, son of James 
Rand, president of Remington- 
Rand, told a press conference 
that there are “very good” 
prospects that some cigarette 
companies will treat their paper 
with the chemical. 

Rand’s Cleveland group is one 
of two research teams that have 
identified 3, 4-Benzpyrene in 
tars obtained from burning cig- 
arette paper. This substance, 
also isolated by D. V. Lefemine, 
chemist at the Cancer Institute 
of Miami, has proved in animal 
experiments to be one of the 
most powerful cancer-causing 
agents. 

Scientists Cautious, 

These findings were viewed 
with caution today by leading 
cancer research scientists, who 
said that while the discoveries 
are of intense scientific interest 
they do not prove that the par- 
ticular cancer-causing substance 
is the cheinical culprit that pro- 
duces cancer in man, 

- Timothy V, Hartnett, chair- 
man of the tobacco industry re- 
search committee, commented 
that ‘the public can rest assured 
that the cigarette companies are 
alive % the question and are 
doing something about it.” 

The story of 3, 4-Benzpyrene 
began in the last yong | when 
physicians noticed that London 
chimney sweeps were particu- 
larly susceptible to cancer of 
the scrotum. They blamed the 
soot, Twenty years ago, Sir 
Ernest Kenaway isolated from 
coal tar soot 3, 4-Benzpyrene, 
which painted on the skins of 
mice produced cancer. 

About four years ago, when 
the statistical studies linking 
lung cancer to cigarette smok- 
ing began to accumulate, Rand, 
who created the Bendix wash- 
ing machine in his Rand De- | 
velopment Laboratory, thought | 
about the possibility of éxamin- | 
ing both the tobacco and paper | 
for cancer agents, 

With Dr. Sam Cardon and) 
Thomas Alvord and money con- | 
tributed by the Block Brothers | 
Tobacco Co., cut-plug makers of 
Wheeling, W.Va., Rand set up a 
large chemical and animal test- 
ing project that has cost $250,- 
000 to date. 

First his group painted cigar- 
ette tars on mice, and produced 
cancers in much the same way 
that Dr. Ernest Wynder and Dr. 
Evarts Graham of Barnes Hos- 
pital, St. Louis, had done. Then 
began the laborious chemical 
and ultra-violet-light tests that 
proved the presence of Benzpy- 
rene, 

Finally his group tried adding 
various chemicals to prevent the 
formation of the cancer agent, 
and found that ammonium per- 
sulfate did.the trick. 

Absorbed by Fresh Tobacco. 


Rand acknowledged that most 
P of the Benzpyrene .produced in 
the burning of the paper is ab- 
sorbed by the fresh tobacco in 
the cigarette. 

“I think the trouble comes,” 
he. said, “when people smoke 
the cigarette down too far or 
smoke stale ones so that the 
cancer agent is not absorbed by 
the tobacco.” 

Rand smokes cigars. 

Two leading research scien,- 
tists, who asked that they not be 
identified, and who know of 
Rand’s work, said that the 
amount of Benzpyrene identified 
by the chemists was insufficient 
to cause the biological cancer

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That's What He's Made Since Godfrey Fired Him; Doesn't Have 'Humility'

NEW YORK, Oct. 22 (AP). 

YEAR ago this week, Arthur 

Godfrey fired singer Julius 

La Rosa, the first man ever to 
lose his job on a _ television 
screen in full view of millions. 
The incident quickly blew up the 
biggest tempest in viedo's brief 
history. 

Startled by the storm’ he had 
created, Godfrey, sorrowfully ex- 
plained why he had dismissed 
La Rosa, the young Navy veteran 
whose career he had launched. 
His reason: “Julie” lacked what 
Godfrey called—for lack of a 
better word—“humility.” 

This explanation merely 
fanned the controversy. Humil- 
ity? What was humility? A na- 
tion wondered whether Arthur 
himself had set any course rec- 
ords in humility. 

Broadway Cassandras — and 
some network executives, too— 
feared both “the great 
and his protege would be hurt 
badly by their public airing of 
private differences. They fig- 
ured Arthur would end up with 
a big dent in his famous charm, 
and that La Hosa would make a 
fast buck out of the notoriety, 


then disappear from show busi- 
‘ness. 


It hasn’t worked out that way 
at all. Both Arthur and Julie 
have survived the parting. 

What kind of a year has it 
been for the two principals? 

Well, Godfrey lost and re- 
gained his air pilot's license. Fi- 
nancially, he seems in no danger 
of having to sell apples on street 
corners. 

La Rosa, on the other hand, 
has earned $360,000, more than 
10 times the $35,000 a year he 
was making with Godfrey. The 
money came from recordings, TV 
guest. appearances and a nation- 
wide night club and theater tour. 


* * * 

ULIE averages about $7500 a 
J week for night club engage- 

ments, $5000 for one night 
stands and pulled down $43,000 
for two weeks at the Chicago 
Theater, where he had a percent- 
age deal. 

I reached La Rosa by phone 
during a stopover at the Chicago 
airport the other day and asked 
him how he felt about Godfrey 


now. 

“IT realize that if it weren't 
for him, I wouldn’t be where I 
am,” he said, “but I can’t quite 
feel toward him as I did before. 
But I am honestly grateful to 
him. No, I can’t say I like him. 
But I don't dislike him either. 
I'm just grateful to him.” 

Does La Rosa now feel he has 
learned humility?

NICE TO PEOPLE." 


“Well, I’ve made quite a study 
of that word during the last 
year,” said Julie, “and what it 
really means. I’ve read what 
Thomas Aquinas, St. Augustine 
and Bishop Sheen and other 
philosophers have said about it.

La Rosa is alternately humble 
and boyishly hopeful in talking 
over his future. He is no longer 
a prodigal or a protege. 

“When I was in the Navy, I 
got $225 a month and thought 
I knew what a buck was,” he re- 
called. 


“Then when I got on the God- 
frey program and began making 
several hundred dollars a week, 
well—maybe it went to my head 
a little. I never kept a stable 
of four Cadillacs or anything 
like that. But I did all the 
things a kid dreams of doing 
with money. I wanted to have 
a good time, and I wanted my 
friends to have a good time. 

“But now I’ve lost the feeling 
of wanting to get rid of my 
money. I’ve grown up some, 
In the last year I think I've 
learned a lot. I’ve learned to 
say ‘thank you” when somebody 
does something for-me or says 
something nice to me. I always 
did appreciate those things, but 
in the past maybe I took them 
too much for granted, 

“I’ve learned more about my 
business—how to adjust to sit- 
uations, how to feel more at 
home with an audience.” 

La Rosa wants to polish up 
his performing skill with some 
more “roadwork,” and _ then, 
perhaps next spring, launch a 
TV program of his own, so he 
can spend more time with his 
parents in the new home he has 
built for them:

Role of Specialists 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


EOPLE sometimes complain about the number of doc- 
Priors they have to see. They sigh for the “good old 

days.” Then you just went to the doctor and were 
treated (yes, and had a life expectancy of 50 years and 
no chance of recovering from serious diseases whose treat- 
ment is simple now). 

Some people claim that you go to a specialist who 
examines you, charges you and then refers you to another 
doctor. Just what is the trouble, who is to blame, and 
what can be done about it? 

The fault lies chiefly in the vast increase in medical 
knowledge, your own attitude toward specialists, and with 
the failure of some doctors to take enough time for ex- 
. planation. 

x 

UP TO 7@ YEARS AGO, the amount of provable 
knowledge about disease was rather small. Germs were 
just being discovered. So was anesthesia for operations. 
The real nature of the cellular and chemical changes 
which go in healthy and diseased tissues was not known. 

| Few operations could be done with any real hope of the 
patients’ survival. The X-ray and most laboratory tests 
‘were still in the future. Useful drugs were few. 

One man could know everything there was to know 
| about medicine in the middle Nineteenth Century and 
before. There wasn’t any point of his referring his pa- 
tient to another doctor because no other man knew any 
more. Most of our present-day information hadn't been 
discovered. 

Now, the situation is vastly different. A great deal has 
been learned about the way our bodies work in health and 
disease,@bout germs and viruses which infect us, and about 
the diseases’ of special parts of the body. Many diagnostic 
and surgical techniques requiring special skill have been 
discovered. No one man can possibly know everything there 
is to know in the whole field of medicine. 

x *k * 

THE DOCTORS who usually have the broadest ac- 
quaintance with disease are the general practitioners and 
specialists in internal medicine—the broadest specialty. 
But they cannot be equally expert in all phases of medicine. 
So the specialists came into existence in the medical pro- 
‘fession. 

You as the patient are also at fault. You have the 
idea you ought to go to a specialist first. But just because 
your back aches, you don’t necessarily need a “back doc- 
tor,” an orthopedic surgeon or a neurologist. Dozens of 
causes of backache exist. Only a few are in these doctors’ 
fields. If you have a backache and go to one of these 
specialists first, he usually has to send you to another 
doctor after making an examination to be sure the trouble 
does not lie in his own specialty. 

It’s better to take an illness first to your family doc- 
tor. His sights are broader. If he finds the illness one he 
wants advice or special treatment for, he will advise a 
visit to one of the specialists. He'll usually name the doctor 
to see, one he knows to be competent in that field. 

Doctors themselves are sometimes at fault in not 
explaining the reason why they can’t or won't treat an 
illness, They may not explain why it is to your best interest 
to see another doctor. 

Despite the vast increase in medical knowledge, the 


goal of the profession is service. That’s true even though . 


the performance of that service is sometimes more com- 
plicated than it once was.

Not One but Three Winners Chosen as

N other years and other times, 
| serious minded high school 

youngsters have debated the 
grave questions of their day. 
Should we take the Marines out 
of Nicaragua? Should Guam be 
fortified? Is capital punishment 
the answer to serious crimes? 

Today’s problems may seem 
complex enough to discourage 
and even defeat the average 
adult, but youth still has a will- 
ingness to study the situation 
and tackle the solution in a way 
that should give heart and hope 
to their elders. 

Last Sunday night, for ex- 
ample, judges at the St. Louis 
Model United Nations General 
Assembly, held at the Field 
House at Washington University, 
found it impossible to select one 
winner among the 600 high 
school student “delegates” and 
finally settled on three. The 
three, Wendell Barber of Affton, 
Jo Anne Spratte of Brentwood, 
and Robert Schneider of Ladue, 
will be taken on a trip to Wash- 
ington, New York, and the 
United Nations headquarters 
there next spring, and will have 
a chance to see how the real 
U.N. compares with their trial 
presentation of one of its prob- 
lems. 

“Should a Charter Review

Jo Anne Spratte, speaking for 
Brazil, told the assembled dele- 
gates that Brazil “is on the side 
of logic.” Logic indicates, she 
continued, that the structure of 
U.N. conceived at San Francisco, 
has become a fortress. Even so, 
the structure might be in need 
of remodeling, partieularly with 
regard to the admission of new 
members. 

“Despite the skepticism of an 
age perhaps overly devoted to 
worship of material things,” 
said “Brazilian” Jo Anne, “the 
United Nations has gradually 
come to be accepted as a living, 
breathing entity.

The bare bones of this bidding 
sequence do not tell the full 
story. The fact was that North, 
a fast thinker, passed the four- 
spade pre-emptive without even 
the fiicker of a hesitation, and 
as a consequcnce East evidently 
felt that he would find solid 
values in his partner’s hand. If 
North, in common with most 
players, had paused to weigh the 
situation, East would have known 
that his right hand opponent 
could only be considering a slam, 
and with that sort of. warning 
it would have been suicidal for 
East to come in. 

This, of course, is not to say 
that East’s double of four spades 
was good—very far from it! East 
had nothing resembling a sound 
penalty double, and if he hoped 
to be taken out at the five- 
level, well, he was much too 
hopeful. 

When the double got around 
to North, the latter was a little 
fearful that a redouble would 
cause an oppgsing runout, but 
the end justified the risk. 
~ West, the innocent victim, had 
no idea of what to lead, and was 
unfortunate enough to chose a 
diamond. Dummy’s ten held, 
and declarer, looking for the abso- 
lute limit of a killing, cashed 
only one trump, then took the 
infinitesimal risk of cashing the 
diamond ace. He went back to 
dummy with a trump, pitched 
the club five on the dia- 
mond king, ruffed the diamond 
jack and then ran off the 
rest of his trumps, keeping the 
A-10 of clubs in dummy. On the 
last trump East had to discard 
his second high heart to hold the 
club stopper, and South then 
cashed the heart queen to run 

up three overtricks worth 400 
points each! 

It is true that East-West could 
have saved quite a few points 
by running to five hearts, but 
the real error took place when 
East put in his very incautious 
double.
